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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner has found 
claims 1, 4-8, 15, 16, 22-24 to be unobvious over the prior art of record and therefore to be 
allowable over the prior art of record. The present invention relates to a pharmaceutical 
composition comprising an epothilone together with a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier 
comprising specific concentration ranges of water, ethanol and polyoxyethylene sorbitan 
monooleate, wherein the composition comprises at least one cyclodextrin, and wherein the 
epothilone has a dosage level of specific mg/m 2 ; and a method for preparing the same. The 
relevant prior art document (US 6,194, 181 Bl) to this invention discloses a composition 
comprising an epothilone and /3-cyclodextrin in a culture media. However, though both 
compositions comprise epothilone, applicant's composition is different to that of the prior art 
document in terms of the ingredients or components and concentrations and these differences are 
unobvious and not suggested in the prior art document. For example, the prior art document 
does not contain or suggest a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier comprising polyoxyethylene 
sorbitan monooleate, ethanol and water, much less the recited specific concentrations of the 
claimed compounds together with epothilone at said specific dosage level. Also, the method of 
preparation is different and unobvious to those of the prior art. More specifically, the prior art 
document prepares their epothilone composition (culture media) by the fermentation of a 
microorganism.
